Havemeyer to Extend Its Su- 
gar Industries, Cutler De- 
clares Church Sought Only 
Welfare of Its People. 


Washington, June 23.—That the 
Mormon church, in enlisting the aid of 


-Henry O. Havemeyer to extend its beet 


 @ifie. railroad?’ 


Sugar industries was seeking solely 
the welfare of its people, was declared 
to be a fact today by Thomas R. Cut- 
ler, vice president of the Utah-Idaho 
Sugar Refining company, before the 
house “sugar trust’ investigating com- 
mittee. Mr. Cutler freely discussed the 
business policy of the church and was 
frank in revealing details as to the 
dealing with Mr. Havemeyer, the for- 
mer sugar king. 

The sugar committee today also ex- 
amined Chester 8S. Morey, president of 
the Great Western Sugar Refining 
company, of Denver, a combination em- 
bracing sixteen Colorado beet sugar 
factories in which the American Sugar 
Refining company had acquired a half 
interest. Mr. Morey will continue on 
the stand tomorrow. 

The committee thus far has disclosed 
the American Sugar Refining company 
interests on the Michigan beet sugar 
industry, the Uteh beet sugar factories 
and the Colorado group of factories and 
from John D. Spreckles, of California, 
who will arrive tomorrow, it is expect- 
ed to show that the corporation has 
influential interests in the factories of 
that state. 

Business Puarpose of Church. 

Before Mr. Cutler concluded his tes- 
timony, he was examined at length as 


to the business purposes of the Mor- 


mon church. 

“Why does the Mormon church g0 
into the sugar business and other 
business enterprises?” asked Repre- 
sentative Hinds, of Maine. 

“Anything that affects the material 
as well as the spiritual interests of its 
people, the Mormon church encour- 
ages,’ said Mr. Cutler. “It provides 
occupation for the people in many 
other lines of business as well as in 
the beet sugar industr’y.”’ 

“Then, the Mormon church,” queried 
Representative Madison, of Kansas, 
‘is not only a spiritual organization, 
but also a business organization?’ 

“To a great extent that is true,” 
Mr. Cutler replied. “The Mormon 
church owns stock in the Union Pa- 
Mr. Madison asked. 

‘“T doubt it. I wish it did.” 

.“Well, the president of the church 
owns Union Pacific stock, at least,” 
Mr. Madison continue, “and not only 
as a matter of encouraging thrift. but 
as a cold-blooded business proposition 
it owns interests in irrigation com- 
panies, agricultnral enterprises, woodl- 


en and sugar factories, and other iIn- | 


dustries, does it not?’ 

“To a certain extent. It would have 
to carry on business enterprises that 
way or they would fail.” 

Bishop Is Business Manager. 

Mr. Cutler explained that the busi- 
ness enterprises of the church are 
managed by the presiding bishop, who 
acts as business manager. Questioned 
regarding the tariff, Mr. Cutler aid 
the “howl for free trade” 4n sugar 
was being made by the cane refiner- 
ies, and that it would ruin the beet 
sugar business. 

In discussing sugar prices in the 
west, Mr. Cutler said the price of 
sugar for Utah, Wyoming, Idaho and 
the inter-mountain territory was fixed 
by a Pacific coast price list determin- 
ed daily at San Franisco, based upon 
the Hamburg price ‘and the local con- 
ditions. 

‘Do you follow these prices?’ 
Chairman Hardwick. 

“Yes, we have to follow them.” 

“From whom do you get these price 


asked 


lists?” 
“From the Western Sugar Refinin 
Company and the California an 


Hawali Sugar Company. We make our 
price list plus the freight rate from 
San Francisco for the local market, 
and less 20 cents, the difference be- 
tween came and beet sugar.” 

Fixing Prices. 

“Then, in Utah, Idaho and that ter- 
ritory, you charge the consumer the 
freight, although the sugar does not 
travel the distance?’ asked Mr. Hard- 
wick. 

“Yes, that’s the Way all a. prices 
of commodities must be fixed 

At the time the deal was made 
whereby Mr. Havemeyer purchased 
ene-half of the original Utah Sugar 
Company before the consolidation and 
formation of the Utah-Idaho Sugar Re- 
fining Company Mr. Cutler declared he 
had acted as the agent of his own peo- 
ple, and did not consider himself as 
an agent of Mr. Havemeyer. 

After that, Mr. Havemeyer, he said, 
left the management entirely to tne 
wisdom of the western men. 

“Did you ever ask Mr. Havemeyer to 
sell?” 

“Yes,” wag the reply. 

“IT frequently asked Mr. Havemeyer 
for his opinion of the foreign crops and 


- when he thought it would be a good 


time for us to unload our sugar. He 
would give me his ideas.” 


“Did you follow them?” Mr. Madison 
asked. 
“] did not,” Mr. Cutler answered. 


“Mr. Havemeyer may have been a good 
expert, but it was difficult for him to 
judge our conditions out there.” 

The Spreckles Interests. 


“Wasn't Mr. Havemeyer also in con- 
trol of the Spreckles sugar interésts 
in gy oneal asked Mr. Madison. 

. Havemeyer once made a remark 
to a” said Mr. Cutler, “that led me 
to believe he wasn't. That was during” 
the life of Adolph Spreckles. He said 
to me ‘we own 51 per cent of that re- 


‘finery, but I can’t do anything with it. 


I can't get the information I. want.’” 

“One of the remarkable features 
about this investigation,” Mr. Madison 
remarked, “is that everyone seems to 
think Henry O. Havemeyer was a mas- 
terful man, yet no one was willing to 
follow his advice.” —

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20,000,000 GALLONS LIQUOR 
SHIPPED ANNUALLY TO “DRYS” 


Washington, June 23.—Approximate- 
ly tyenty million gallons of liquors an- 
nuall yare shipped by express, princl- 
pally from mail order houses, direct 
to consumers in prohibition states. 

This startiing fact was developed 
today in an inquiry conducted by the 
interstate commerce commission into 
proposed changes in express classifi- 
cations which resulted in an advance of 
rates on packages containing liquors. 

The commission held that the express 
requirement that liquor containers 
should be packed in corrugated paper 
cartons was reasonable; but that the 
charge for transportation based upon 
arbitrary weights—eighteen pounds for 
a gallon of whisky packed—was un- 
reasonable and that the discrimination 
against stone jugs also was unreason- 
able. 

Commissioner McChord, who conduct- 
ed the inquiry and prepared the opin- 
ion of the commission, points out that 
the industry directly concerned is that 
of the mail order liquor houses. 
“Dry” Movement Gave Vitally to Trade. 


“It was the spread of the prohibi- 
tion movement,” the opinion says, 
“that gave vitality to this character of 
traffic tn liquor. With state-wide pro- 
hibition came the interstate traffic in 
liquor. The decision of the supreme 
court that this traffic was interstate 
and, therefore, superior to interferences 


-by the state government gave to the 
industry 


a tremendous impetus, and 
established the express companies as 
the carriers of practically the whole 
of this traffic. 

“Jacksonville, Fila., ‘probably’ the 
largest shipping point. for liquor in the 
south, sends out between three an‘ 
four thousand packages of one or two 
gallons daily, or a total of about one 


and one half million gallons a year. 
‘Chattanooga ships about 78 6.000 gal- 
lons; Richmond, 646,720 gallons; . Pe- 
tersburg,; 268,128; Pensacola, 267,760; 
New Orleans, 255, 856; A sta, 215,150; 
and Norfolk, Va., Cairo; lls. Emporia, 
Va., Louisville Ky. Portsmouth, Va., 
Roanoke, Va., and Savannah 6Gz., ship 
more than 100,000 gallons each an- 
nually. ° 

“The movement is much more active 
in the south than in other sections of 
the country, partly because of the ex- 
tent of the prohibition territory in that 
section, partly because of the large 
quantities of very cheap whisky manu- 
factured and shipped there for the 
consumption of the negro population.” 

The opinion concludes with the state- 
ment that although it is not the func- 
‘tion of the commission to G@well on 
the moral aspect of the question, it is 
‘considered that the traffic has an evi) 
effect and is one of .the important 
factors in the race problem of the 
south. | 

Liquer and the Negro. 

The influence of large shipments of 
cheap liquor to the negro population of 
the south is adverted to in an interest- 
ing way. 

Commissioper McChord in rendering 
the opinion of the commission, discus- 
ses the tremendous increase and con- 
tinues: 7 

“While it is not the function of this 
commission to be influenced in its con- 
clusions by the moral aspect of the 
question, it is impossible not to rec- 
ognize in ‘this traffic one of the im- 
portant factors in the race problem 
of the south—the evil spirit back of 
that problem in-more ways than oné. 
Generally speaking, the evidence pre- 
sented at these hearings went to show 
a distinct cleavage in the industry: 
in the west a higher grade of liquor 
was shipped and a better clientele ap- 
pealed to; in the south both whisky and 
consumers were on a considerably low- 


er grade.” 


TAFT IS STANDING FIRM

FOR STRAIGHT RECIPROCITY 


Providence, R. I., June 23.—Two of 
the flourishing cities on Narragansett 
bay were visited today by President 
Taft. The presidential yacht May- 
flower brought him first to Fall River 
as one of the closing features of that 
city’s cotton industry centennial, and 
later the yacht steamed over to Provi- 
dence, where the president toured the 
city and spoke on his favorite topic, 
Canadian reciprocity, at the Conserv- 
ative Club banquet. 

The president, in spite of predictions 
made in the last few days, still is con- 
vinced.that the reciprocity bill will 
pass. 

There is not much doubt in the minds 
of his friends as to what Mr. Taft 
would do if congress insisted upon 
passing the “farmers’ free list’’ bill and 
the woolen bill. He has asserted many 


times that revision of the tariff should 
be based upon scientific data cba 


oe 


by the tariff board. That data will not 
be available until December, and the 
president’s attitude has. not changed. 
He still is opposed to-what he helieves 
is “unscientific tariff tinkering.” 

At the banquet in Providence to- 
night, the president said in part: 

“My mind is full of reciprocity. It 
seems possible to me to — for 
reciprocity to both parties—free trag- 
ers and tariff-for-revenue men. Te 
must recognize that the. time for the 
Chinese wall has gone, and the time 
is. gone when an industry must ask 
for more protection than it absolutely 


needs. 
“There is nothing in the agreement 
that any protected American industry 


need fear. I believe the country gen- 
erally its in faver of the Canadian 
agreement. 


“I believe there is enough of the 
democrats in favor of this step in the 
right direction, and enough republicans 
who believe that the protective tari 
to be maintained must be dealt wit 
moderately to ingure that the policy 
will carry. I beHeve that a year after 
the agreement is adopted not a voice 
will be avon to paseo ani ame .

ate to vote Monday on the Root amend- 
ment to the wgod pulp and paper sched- 
ule—these were features ‘in the reci- 
procity fight today. There were no 
speeches on the subject in the senate. 

Senator Bailey. said he would press 
his amendment vigorously. While look- 
ing forward to the addition of some of 
the tariff. provisions to the Canadian 
bill, he: admitted that such action 
probably would come only as the result 
of a prolonged struggle. Another tar- 
to the free 
list—was presented by. Senator Clapp, 
to add to-the free list alum, chloride 
of lime, aniline products, ultra-marine, 
vermillion reds, soda ash, sulphur, chi- 
na clay or kaolin, wooten felts or jack- 
ets and brass or copper wire cloth. 

The informal conference was held in 
the office of Senator Smith, of South 
Carolina. Mr. Smith was outspoken in 
opposition to amendments and he and 
John Sharp Williams united with Sen- 
ator Stone in declaring that it was 
unwise to risk reciprocity for some- 
thing more which would render all un- 
certain. 

Tariff After Reciprocity. 

“We will not take any chances,” said 
Mr. Williams. “We can attend to tariff 
after we get reciprocity.”

well defined report that an agreement 
to that end had been yeached. Senators 
scoffed at the rumor. ’

FRENCH CABIN 
OUT IN A BODY 


Sudden Reverse to the Gor- 
ernment Wholly Unexpected 


Adverse Vote of Chamber Due 
to Disagreement Over System 
of Military Control--- Vote 
Against Government Result- 
ed 238 to 224. 


Paris, June 23.—The French cabinet 
has decided to resign. The deputies 
voted against the government 238 to 
$24, and this evening the cabinet de- 
cided to present their resignations to 
President Fallieres. 

The adverse vote of the chamber 
was due to the admission by General 
Goiran, minister of war, in the senate 
last Tuesday that the present organie- 
tion of the army does not provide for 
a commander-in-chief in the time of 
war, the direction of operations in the 
case of war being in the hands of a 
council of war, made up of the min- 
ister of war and the generals of the 
army. 

This announcement by the minister 
came in the nature of a revelation to 
many parliamentarians. 

Today in the chamber Deputy Hesse 
interpellated the government on the 
subject and opposea the system of 
‘military contro] as outHned by Gen- 
eral Gotran. Thereupon the government 
asked for a vote of confiience and 
failed to obtain a majority. 

The sudden reverse to the govern- 
ment was sec unexpected.

S OW NEW CHARTER 
COUNCIL 10 VOTE 


Will Agree But Only Atte 
Debating the Issue 


Members Differ on Some Minor 
Points, but It Is Believed They 
Will Finally Harmonize and 
Make a Unanimous Recom- 
mendation. 


That the general council will adopt 
a resolution next Monday calling for 
a revision of the city charter practi- 
cally along the lines suggested in the 
Candler - Kelley - Warren resolution, 
which was published in full in last 
Tuesday's Constitution, seems assured; 
but it seems equally as certain that 
an agreement will not be reached until 
there has been a very full and earnest 
discussion and after a number of 
amendments have been voted upon. 

The discussion and amendments, 
which are expected next Monday, wil! 
not be due to any breach, it ts said, in 
council, -but will be the result of dif- 
ferences of opinion. While every mem- 
ber of council is probably in-fayor of a 
revision of the city charter and of a 
reduction of the membership of coun- 
cil and the city boards, there are some 
details upon which an agreement will 
not be reached after the whole matter 
has been thoroughly threshed out. 

“Not Too Much Harmony.” 

“We do not expect such beautiful 
harmony as is said to exist among the 
committee of citizens which is planning 
a commission government,” states a 
member of the charter revision com- 
mittee of seven, “for the best results 
in public matters are more frequently 
obtained when there is some lack of 
harmony, a sure indication of no cut 
and dried program, but of earnest ef- 
forts of earnest men. We will prob- 
ably disagree vore some minor points 
but eventually agree on something 
which will be for the best interests of 
Atlanta and her people.” 

The special committee of seven has 
agreed to reduce the “counctl from 
twenty to ten members, the aldermanic 
board from ten to five members and 
the city, boards from twelve to five 
members. One difference of opinion is 
in regard to how the board members 
shall be selected, whether elected by 
council or named by the mayor. 

There may be a minority report on 
the election of board members and on 
the division of the city into aldermanic 
and board districts. 

Differ on Minor Points. 

As all the members of council are 

practically in favor of the original res-

Washington, June 23.—(Special.)— 
Popular election of senators will be 
again taken up in the senate on Mon- 
day, when that body will be advised 
of the refusal of the house to accept 
the Bristow or Sutherland amendment. 

The present outlook is that a confer- 
ence will be asked, and when no agree- 
ment is reached, the house standing 
firmly by the original resolution, a 
motion wil] be made to have the senate 
recede from its action. That this mo- 
tion will be adopted is the belief of 
the principal friends of the resolution. 

The Bristow amendment was former- 
ly adopted after a tie vote, the presi- 
dent voting for it. Since that time at 
least one member has changed his 
opinion and will vote against the Bris- 
tow amendment ff another. opportunity 
is afforded. 

Then the question will. come up 
again on adopting the original resolu- 
tion, which will require a two-thirds 
vote, but it is believeg those senators 
who really favor the reform and real- 
ize the futility of expecting the house 
to back down, will vote for the reso- 
lution. ~ 

However, a number who formerly 
voted for the measure with the Bris- 
tow amendment added will vote against 
it with the amendment stricken. 

But~then a:.number of southern 
democrats who voted against the reso- 
lution as amended will vote for it if 
the amendment reserving to federal 
government control over the “times, 
places and manner of election of sena- 
tors” is killed.

He explained, however, 
that he would be the last man to know 
of such corrupt practices because he 
was, a the time of the election of .a 
senator, “in the position of a man in 
a crowd knocked down by a bludgeon, 
who knew no more about it than the} 
crowd, but was hurt worse than it.”

Postmaster McKee Issues Re- 
port to Postmaster Hitchcock 
Regarding Mail Which Gives 
Many Interesting Details. 
Atlanta Ahead of Nashville. 


Four millions four hundred and nine- 
ty-seven thousand elght hundred and 
fifty-six pieces of outgoing mail were 
handled by the Atlanta postoffice from 
May’6é to June 5, inclusive, while the 
number of pieces of incoming mail for 
the same time was 5,649,164, making a 
grand total of the number of pieces re- 
ceived and dispatched during the time 
indicated 10,146,960. 

Some time ago Postmaster General 
Hitchcock directed all postoffices of 
the first class to keep a careful record 
of the number of pieces of mail handled 
during the month of May in order that 
the amount of work done at each office 
in the country might be ascertained, 
The order asked for a complete record 
of the character of the mail, from the 
first class to the fourth class, together 
with the congressional frank and other 
franks, foreign mail matter of all kinds 
and registered letters. It required, too, 
that the actual time consumed in hand- 
ling the mail be reduced to minutes 


number of pieces handled to the min- 
ute with the average handlings each 
piece demanded. 

Time Taken to Handle Mail. 

Of the first-class matter dispatched 
from the Atlanta postoffice from May 
6 to June 5, inclusive, there were 3,113,- 
741 pieces. The actual time consume4 
in handling the three million and more 
Pieces of outgoing mail of the first 
class was 336,885 minutes, the average 
number of pieces handled each minute 
being 9.24 while the average number 
of handlings each piece received was 
5. The incoming first-class mail count- 
ed 4,707,722 and the actual time con- 
sumed in handling it was 254,622 min- 
utes. The average pieces handled each 
minute was 18.48 while the average 
jumber of handlings each piece of the 
incoming mail of the first-class receiv- 
ed was 2.5. : 

By the average number of handlings 
is meant the attention given a piece of 
first-class matter after it reaches the 
office. Taking a letter’ from the re- 
ceiving box ts one handling, stacking it 
so that all stamps are exposed as it 
goes to the stamp cancelling machine 
is a second handling, cancelling the 
stamp is the third, making packages of 
the pieces is the fourth, while sacking 
it is the fifth and so on. 

The actual time consumed in hand- 
ling the four and nearly one-half mil- 
lion pieces of outgoing all-class mail 
matter was 504,942 minutes. The aver- 
age number of handlings each piece 
received was 4.23. The five millions 
and more than a half pieces of incom- 
ing all-class mail required 389,874 min- 
utes, the average number of pieces han- 
dled per minute being 14.45 and the 
average handlings each piece received 
was 2.8. During the time indicated no 
congressional franks were used on out 
going mail matter, but on incoming 
mail matter the congressional frank 
was used on 3,391 letters and 1,623 
times on other mail matter. The time 
consumed in handling tne incoming 
franked matter was 414 minutes while 
the average pieces handled per minute 
was 23.45 minutes and the average 
number of handlings each piece receiv- 
ed was 4.8. The other franked matter. 
including departmental letters, amouni- 
ed to 60,729 pieces and the actual time 
consumed in handling the franked mail 
was 6,030 mintues. The average num- 
ber of pieces handled the minute was 
7.08 while the average number of 
handlings given each piece franked 
was 7. The incoming departmental 
franks nnumbered 16,756 and the actual 
time taken up in handling it was 1,418

“THE PROPOSED HONDUI TRAN NT 


There is now pending i in the senate a treat: , head this 
and Honduras, similar to our agreement with Santo Domingo and 
to a pending agreement with Nicaragua, whereby American bankers 
will. be allowed to underwrite the obligations of Honduras, with 
the United States holding custody over Honduran custom. houses 
for the purpose of administering its customs reeeipts to guarantee 
payment of its indebtedness. a 

Our Washington correspondent shows the case, in brief, to be 
this: Honduras owes now some $7,500,000 in London. | If the 
British government intervenes in Honduras to collect this. debt, 
it will violate the Monroe doctrine, to the rigid observance of 
which this country is committed. It makes no difference by whom 
or under what circumstances these Honduran obligations were. in- 
curred. They are recognizable in the courts of the world, and 
collectible by processes as old as civilization. But—the Monroe 
doctrine estops Great Britain from stepping in and collecting for 
her citizens a perfectly just debt. 

To obviate this difficulty, the United States would agree to 
permit its bankers to refund the Honduran-British loans, Washing- 
ton taking over the custom house, with the consent of Honduras, 
for the purpose of protecting our own citizens. The plan -has been 
fought in the senate with the fetiches of “dollar diplomacy” and 
“Wall street influence.” As a matter of fact, it 1s common-sense 
statesmanship and, additionally, a matter of self-interest. 

Whether by British or other foreign influence it may be de- 
pended upon that the honest debts of the Central or South American 
republics are going to be collected. 


It too frequently happens that the United States permits itself | 


to be put in the attitude of an international policeman, not only 
keeping the peace in these republics, but at the same time conducting 
a kind of high-class collecting agency for our friends abroad. If 
Honduras owes and Honduras will not pay, and Europe sends over 
for the purpose of enforcing collection, the United States must 
necessarily step between or there would be no Monroe doctrine. 
To prevent any such unseemly collision the European countries 
generally notify Uncle Sam that since they do not wish to violate 
the Monroe doctrine, they will be “greatly obliged if Uncle Sam 
will use his good offices in the premises,” which Uncle Sam often 
does at considerable cost. 

The Honduran treaty proposes a direct method in which the 
United States assumes far less responsibility in the matter of 
possible international complications than under existing conditions. 
Under the proposed treaty this country has everything to gain 
and nothing to lose. 


The Constitution hopes that the treaty will be ratified by the 


senate and we can see no reasonable objection to it. 
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GOVERNOR BROWN DID RIGHT. 


Governor Brown’s refusal to honor the extradition proceedings 
brought against Hon. Thos. B. Felder, of the Atlanta bar, by Gov- 
ernor Blease, of South Carolina, will be very generally approved. 

At best it appears that Governor Blease’s whole proceeding 
grows out of political promptings in which Mr. Felder figured as 
a mere incident. The governor has been charging up’ and down 
the state like a roaring bull, attacking everybody and everything, 


and when Mr. Felder got in his way he went at him just as he had} 


done against many of the most prominent citizens of South 
Carolina. 

It is now reported that the next act of this interesting drama 
may take place before the legislature of South Carolina on impeach- 
ment proceedings, and if one-tenth of the evidence is gathered that 
The Constitution hears is available, it can be taken for granted 
that the next session of the South Carolina legislature will be one 
of the most interesting in years. 

A remarkable tribute was paid to Mr. Felder by his associates 
of the Atlanta bar, many of the most prominent lawyers of the 
city appearing in his behalf before Governor Brown to protest 
against the extradition asked for by Governor Blease. 

The incident leaves the governor of South Carolina in an 
unenviable predicament. He has made a number of unfortunate 
and glaring errors while in office. But this one is particularly 
pointed in its brazen attempt to bring into play the machinery of 
a sovereign state to vent a personal spite growing out of political 
difference. 

As for Mr. Felder, he emerges from the affair with his public 
credit and esteem heightened. 
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THE JUST DECISION. 


The interstate commerce commission has observed the dictates 
of plain justice in ordering a discontinuance of the practice whereby 
the railroads of the southeast allowed Nashville reshipping privileges 
denied Atlanta and other shipping points. 

For years, merchants and proprietors of grain elevators and 
hay warehouses in Nashville have been permitted to receive ship- 
ments of grain and hay, hold them for six months, re-sack or 
re-bundle and ship again on the original bill-of-lading and at the 
through rate. 

Had this privilege been allowed at other distributing points 
there would have been no complaint. But confined to Nashville, 
it constituted a discrimination without justification in law, regula- 
tion or common sense. 

Prominent Atlanta merchants brought cases to test the issue. 
After exhaustively threshing over the merits of the case, the com- 
mission now decides that Atlanta and other distributing points are 
entitled to the same privileges as Nashville. 


The objection was not, per se, that Nashville should have this 


privilege, but that it should have it exclusively and unjustly, to the 
detriment of other communities. If the railroads see fit to continue 
the custom, applying it to other cities as well as to Nashville, well 
and good. But it is at least settled, and righteously, by the decision 
of the commission that the railroads cannot make fish of one city 
and flesh of another in the matter of reshipping.

Editor Constitution: Your article of 
June 11, in reference to the unknown 
gray sharpshooter recalls to my mind 
a scene witnessed in my early child- 
hood days. 

During the fifties there emigrated a 
young man from a little German Ba- 
varian village (Glensdorf) named 
Abraham Baum to establish a new 
home and find his fortune in the great 
land of the free and independent.

Editor Constitution: Knowing that 
you have in the past published many 
articles on what reforms are needed in 
the administration of the civil and 
criminal laws of our state, I am 
prompted to offer the following sug- 
gestions ons that subject that in my 
opinion would be CPYCESIRS at thir 
time towit: 
1. The solicitors, the 
sheriffs should be placed on 


clerks and 
salaries 
of the 
courts. The pay could be regulated on 
a prorata basis as to the population of 
each county as it is now done as to the 
compensation of tax receivers and tax 
collectors” As the laws now stand 
the solicitor generals,. the clerks and 
sheriffs are ‘paid* from fines and for- 
feitures. We all know thefr compen-

Where these 
officers give their services to the pub- 
lic, the judges feel that they are bound 
to see that they are paid, to some ex-| 
tent, hence fines are frequently im- 
posed where chain gang sentences 
would have a much better effect for 
the public good. We all Know alse) 
that the criminal element, both white 
and black, do not regard with any 
horror punishment by fines and if it 
was distinctly understood that no man 
would be allowed to satisfy the de- 
mands of the law by paying money 
except in cases where there are strong 
mitigating circumstances, we would 
have more law and order in the state 
of Georgia. 

2. The law ought to be repealed al- 
lowing parties to object to jurors 
simply on the ground that they are 
over 60 years of age.’ We all know 
that this is no valid reason why a juror 
should not pass on a case. If they are< 
qualified to be placed in the jury box 
then they are qualified to sérve. Dur- 
ing my experience as judge of the 
Ocmulgee circuit I have seen some of 
our best men set aside on this ground 
only and it is humiliating to some of 
the best citizens of our state. We are 
told that all laws are founded on com. 
mon sense and this law is antagonis. 
tic to every principle of reason. If this 
rule was applied to some of our judges 
and public officers it would cut out 
many bright and conscientious men. 
Whoever passed this law must have 
been hypnotized by the influence of 
Dr. Osler. 

3. The state and defendant ought to 
have not more than ten strikes each 
in all criminal cases. If a person is 
qualified to go into the jury box and 
is competent to serve in any particular 
case, there is no reason why a defend- 
ant should be allowed twenty peremp- 
tory challenges and the state ten.

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Washington, D. C., June 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Honduras treaty is now be- 
fore the senate for ratification. The 
indications are that it will be debated 
in open session instead of in execu- 
tive session of the senate as is cus- 
tomary, and the fullest publicity af- 
forded as to its objects and purposes, 
j}for upon the disposition of this treaty 
will largely depend our future diplo- 
matic relations with the republics to 
the south, 

The state department negotiated the 
treaty with the view to establishing 


am} closer relations with Central. American 


ccuntries; and by keeping a hand upon 
the administration of the fiscal affairs 
of these somewhat turbulent nations, 
prevent uprisings that call for inter- 
vention and secure permanent peace. 

Most of the revolutions that have 
kept Central America in a ferment in 
the past, have been revolutions for pay 
and for office. The patriots who wish 
to become connected with the govern- 
ment pay roll, and see no other way to 
accomplish this result, start a revolu- 
tion and plead the unsatisfactory state 
of the government’s finances ag their 
justification. 

In a sincere effort to straighten out 
the financial difficulties of our neigh- 
bors to the. south, the American state 
department has negotiated the Hondu- 
Tras treaty as a companion measure to 
the loan agreement by which American 
financial interests are planning to re- 
fund part of the national debt of that 
country. A treaty with Nicaragua has 
been negotiated along similar lines, and 
others are in contemplation. 

Tyranny ef a Phrase. 

The fact that American bankers are 
interested in the negotiations, and are 
to take over the securities of Hondu- 
ras, has led to the phrase “dollar di- 
Plomacy” being applied to these ne- 
gotiations. Senators who oppose the 
plan, whisper “Wall street’’ and im- 
mediately condemn the whole enter- 
prise as unholy. This prejudice is ad- 
mittedly the greatest obstacle in the 
way of carrying through the treaties. 

The state department is facing the 
somewhat disagreeable task of prov- 
ing that “dollar diplomacy” may be 
very satisfactory and practical di- 
plomacy, promising well for both coun- 
tries. Yet they. are reminded of the old 
adage: “Give a dog a bad name, and go 
hang him,” 

As a backgroypnd of the present ne- 
gotiations stands a very venerable and 
a very much revered national policy 
known as the Monroe doctine. To per- 
mit revolution, and tumult, to go hand 
in hand with repudiation of national 
debts, when those national securities 
happen to be owned in Europe—is to 
invite alarming complications. 

If the argument of “dollar diploma- 
cy” Shall induce the United States to 
decline to encourage American bank- 
ers to take the securities of the coun- 
tries situate near the Panama canal, 
and lend its diplomatic assistance in 
the collection of the debts so incurred, 
then one of two things is bound to -hap- 
pen. We will be confrented with a de- 
mand from Europe to be permitted to 
intervene in behalf of its citizens who 
hold the obligations of these countries 
—wwhich would amount to an invasion 
of the Monroe doctrine; or we would 
be compelled to lend ourselves to the 
task of collecting the money for for- 
eign creditors.

In this connection it will not be 
inopportune for me to say that the ac- 
tual and reckless violation of the pro- 
hibition laws in some of the centerr 
of civilization in our state is a bad ex- 
ample for many lawless men, who 
wilfully commit other crimes in Geor- 
gia. If a public law is on our statute 
books it is the sworn duty of all pub- 
lic officers and jurors to see that it is 
impartially and rigidly enforced as far 
as they can do so and if they wink at 
the violation of one public law why 
not wink at the others? Whether a 
law meets with our approval or dis- 
approval should not have a feather’sr 
weight in the minds of upright and 
conscientious judges and jurors. Its im- 
perfections the legislature ought to 
remedy and our judges and jurors 
ought to enforce it. 

7. There ought to be a law making 
it an offense for any person to lobby 
with any grand or traverse . juror 
While I have the greatest confidence 
in the integrity of our jurors as @ 
class, yet experience teaches us that 
many men frequently use their influ- 
ence to suppress criminal prosecutions 
and this is one cause of so many 
crimes. The lawless white man thinks 
that if he commits an offense his 
friends will suppress a prosecution. 
The lawless negro thinks that his 
white boss will either, get him out or 
pay him out and with these ideas in 
actual practice all over our state we 
read daily in our newspapers of many 
violations .of the criminal: laws of 
Georgia. Every man that wilfully. vio- 
lates a public law of the land ought 
to be prosecuted and punished and if 
this plan was placed in actual prac- 
tice much good would flow from . it. 
The paramount object of all laws is 
the protection of life, liberty and prop- 
erty and unless this is accomplished the 
object of government is a failure. We 


can do this if the law-abiding people | £0 te 


in every county in Georgia will work 
faithfully for this end and if all of 
our public officers will do their duty 
without fear or favor. 

8. Our courts from the highest to 
the lowest ought not to grant new 
trials unless from a careful inspec- 
tion of the records In each case they 
are satisfied that substantial justice 
has not been done. I make the above 
suggestions from no other motives ex- 
cept for the public good and if any of 
them commend themselves to the mem- 


.bers of the legislature that convenes

The convention adjourned this after- 
noon at 2:30 o'clock after an import- 
ant session covering three days.

Several of these took the form 
of memorials to the general assembly 
concerning legislation of an advagced 
character. 

Condemn Convict Lease. 

The action of Governor Gilchrist of 
Florida in vetoing the Angle bill, which 
provided for the abolition of the con- 
vict lease system, was condemned. The 
resolution was in line with the policy 
of organized labor which long ago be- 
gan a fight on the convict lease sys- 
tem. The resolution exten@ing the -as- 
sistance of the Georgia Federation of 
Labor. to the Florida federation in se- 
curing this legislation at the next ses- 
sion was passed unanimously amid ap-. 
plause. 

A resolution was 
the executive committee district or- 
ganizers and members generally to 
work-.for the securing of special hours 
for railway trainmen on the Sabbath 
and recommended that no switching or 
shifting of cars be done in the railroad 
yards between the hours of 10 a, m, and 
2 p. m. and 6 p. m. and 8 p. m., 

Initiative, Referendum and Recall 

A resolution from the Rome Central 
Labor Union was unanimously passed 
urging that the state constitution be 
so amended that ‘the initiative, the 
referendum and the recall under 1.1.6 
Oregon system be made a part of the 
organic law of the state. ; 

Several resolutions dealt .with the 
campaign to get buyers of materials to 
demand the union label on their pur- 
chases. One of them provided for thé 
purchasing of a moving picture ma- 
chine for an educational campaign to 
go from city to city giving free exhi- 
bitions, showing views in union shops 
and also in non-union places and sweat 
shops,,thus educating the people to de- 
mand: the union label. This matter 
was warmly discussed and was finally 
left with the executive cOMmittee with 
power to act. 

A resolution was passed for secur- 
ing a barber’s license law, also indors- 
ing a bill to regulate the practice of 
plumbing in Georgia. 

It was voted to send delegates to 
the next session of the Conference on 
Woman and Child Labor to meet at 
Chattanooga in April and local unions 
were urged to affliate with the confer- 
ence. SE 

After some discussion it was voted 
by 35 to 30 to issue charters to locals 
by the State Federation. 

The president was empowered to ap- 
point a man to travel throughout the 
state when in his judgment such a 
step would advance the mtorr of the 


federation.

CAPT. DONNELLY - 
TAKEN BY DEATH. 


Prominent Tranting Man ma 
cumbs After Long: Period 
of Ill Health. 


Captain James J. Donneny tor near- 
ly thirty years @ well-known eitizen 
of Atlanta, and a popular traveling 
man, died yesterday morning ‘at 4:40 
o'clock at the family residence, Cas- 
cade avenue and Beecher street, as the 
result of an iliness extending over. @ 
period of several. months. 

Captain Donnelly’s health has nag 
been satisfactory for several months; 
but despite that fact he continued on 
the road serving his house faithfully. 
During the early part of. the year Cap-. 
tain Donnelly was bothéréa@ with a 
severe attack of laryngitis - 
several weeks was unable to speak 
above a -whisper and--then. only with 
pain. For a few weeks*he laid off, 
Placing himself under the a of a 
specialist.. As soon aa- * better, 
long before he was pnijeidan ablé to 
take up his duties, he went back upon 
the road against the &dvice of his phy- 
sicians and the instructions of his 
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house. For a time he appeared to im- 
prové, but as the days passed he found 
himself weaker. Two weeks ago hé 
came back well worn out to give him- 
self up to a complete rest. But his 
system had been taxed too far and the 
end came Friday morning when he 
breathed his last surrounded by his 
family. 

Few traveling men were more wide- 
ly known than Captain Donnelly, and 
there were none among his long list’ of 
acquaintances who did not love and 
respect him for his many excellent 
qualities. From the Atlantie he trav- 
eled to the far west and was known 
by successful men in every walf of 
life in the many cities he visited. 

Captain Donnelly was a native of 
Ireland. He was born in Belfast in 
1844 and received his education in that 
city. He came. to the United States

Washington, June 23.—Estimating 
that one out of five of the 500,000 én! 
tomobiles in use in the country is em- 
ployed in interstate travel, Senator 
Simmons, of North Carolina, today ex- 
pressed the opinion:in a speech in the 
senate that a million dollars annually 
cah be raised for the improvement of 
wagon roads by imposing. a license fee 
of $10 each on such machines. He 
also prophesied that the improvement 
of the roads would have the effect of 
greatly increasing automobile travel 
and, therefore,: of enhancing the fund. 

The proposition for en interstate 
tax on automobiles is embraced in a 
bill of which the North Carolina sen- 
ator is the author, and which proposes 
the appropriation of $1,000,000 annu- 
ally for the benefit of. the roads on 
which the rural mails are carried.

The dry goods. trade is more cheer- 
ful. Prices are firmer and there are 
gome indications, it is stated, of im- 
proving trade. 

A big crop of cotton is tmperative 
and June conditions, even if very good, 
are often deceptive. The _ statistical 
position is regarded as strong. Some 
close students of the situation look for 
a smaller surplus on-September '1 than 
on the same date last year. On the 
other hand, there is a growing belief 
that the ¢rop, as a whole, is looking 
well. It is being cultivated as never 
before. The fields are clean. Boll 
weevils have been Kept down partly by 
the hot, dry weather “which prevailed 
for some time, Even in Texas this pest 
is said to have done but little dam- 
age. The acreage in that state is de- 
clared to be over 6 per cent larger than 
last year, and the condition nearly 
4 per cent better than then. Okla- 
homa’s acreage is stated by Texas 
newspapers as 18 per cent larger than 
last year’s, and its condition is no bet- 
ter than then. In fact, three-quarters 
of. the belt is said to be doing well. 
Present indications, it is declared, point 
to the largest crop on record. Mean- 
while, whatever may be said about im- 
provement in trade, the / curtailment 
continues on a large scale.

What Commercial Agencies |: 
Say About Business. 


New York, June 23.—Bradstreet's to- 
morrow will say that warm, bright 
weather favors retail trade in season- 
able dress fabrics and wearing ap- 
parel, which also feels the stimulus 
of earlier than usual clearance sales. 
Jobbing and wholesale trade is of a 
between-season’s character, immediate 
jobbing business being largely con- 
fined to*the smal] reorders to fill de- 
pleted stocks. 

While business for fall and later 
dates is about fair, the disposition is 
to act conservatively pending clearer 
views of crop outcome and of possible 
tariff revision, which has attracted 
rather more attention this week owing | 
to developments at Washington. 

There is littl new in industrial 
lines, restriction of production still 
being in evidence in most lines of 
manufacture and in building activity 
is less marked than a year ago. Re- 
duced prices for iron and steel, this 
week’s contribution in this respect be- 
ing wire and wire goods, have im- 
proved demand and more railroad 
buying is in evidence, with a more 
cheerful feeling in pig iron. Copper is 
firm, owing to the heavy buying expe- 
rienced within the past fortnight. Re- 
cently, however, sales have decreased, 
but the previous buying was well dis- 
tributed, with brass manufacturers 
figuring in the movement. Specula- 
tion and manipulation have also help- 
ed to raise prices. 

Cotton goods buying for the future 
is still quiet, and .production is re- 
stricted, but a hopeful view is taken 
as to the future because of the gen- 
eral agreement that crop conditions 
have improved, and that a record crop 
at lower prices is possible.
